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Applicant argues that claims 1, 1 1 23, 31 and 41 comply with the written description requirement as evidenced by the priority document 
on pages 54 and 57-58 and therefore receive benefit of the earlier priority date rendering Florin and Granger ineligible as prior art (pages 
10-12). 

Regarding applicant's argument, the Examiner disagrees. Applicant appears to be mixing embodiments. The discussion on page 54 in 
the priority document refers to set top terminal 220 with hardware upgrade port 662 shown in figure 8b. This embodiment includes a disc 
storage device. 

The discussion on pages 57-58 is with regards to figure 9a which refers to an entirely separate device, a simple decompression box 720 
with an upgrade module 700, which utilizes a second set of wires, the interface connection to allow the microprocessor in the upgrade 
module 700 to communicate with the microprocessor of the simple decompression box 720. 

In no where in the passages cited by the Applicant is it taught that these two embodiments may be mixed and or used together. The 
claims require that the disc storage device be connected to the same interface as a microprocessor on the upgrade device, which 
communicates with the processor of the set- top terminal. It appears that applicant is mixing embodiments in claims 1 , 1 1 , 23, 31 and 41 
as this combination is not taught within the 07/991,074 application and therefore the rejection under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph as 
failing to comply with the written description requirement is appropriate. The claim(s) contains subject matter, which was not described 
in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the.time the application 
was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 

Therefore, priority to the 07/991,074 document can not be established, and Granger and Florin are still prior art and it would be 
inappropriate to withdraw the rejection of 7/3/06. . 
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
